MISSING GIBL FOUND. 


Mane Mackenzie,

Causes a Sensation in 


Chicago. 


The Chicago Saturday and Sunday 


papers contain stories of local interest 
about the strange 
disappearance of 


Marie Mackenzie, who claims to have 
relatives in Decatur. One story from 
the Chicago News of Saturday evening 
is as follows: 


"My name is not Mackenzie and 1 had 


no intention of committing suicide," said 
a young woman to Officer Schnider this 


die- 
was 


morning at the corner of West 50th and 
Washington streets. 


Nevertheless it was established that 


she wus Marie Mackenzie, the girl who 
left n note on a bench in Gurfield park 
stating that her intention was to commit 
suicide. - She was found at 'Jo'clock and 
was taken away by Herbert Henderson, 
who said he would conduct her to her 
aunt's at G25 Wabash avenue. 
Officer 


Schnider did not know when Henderson 
told him where tho girl's aunt lived that 
there was no number G25 on Wabaeh 
avenue. 


When tho young woman was 


covered by Ollicer Schnider she 
walking about in an aimless manner. 
The officer had just received instruc- 
tions from his superior to keep a sharp 
lookout for the girl and had been fur- 
nished a description of her. 
Although 


he had never seen Miss McKonzio ho 
recognized her at once by tho descrip- 
tion and followed her until uho reached 
Madison street, Here he spoke to her 
and before tho officer could state his 
business tha woman anticipated him 
and said: 


"I suppose you are going to arrest me. 


All the papers contain accounts of my 
suicide." 


Officer Schnider feigned surprise, and 


said ho had not rood tho papers and 
knew nothing of her case, in the hope 
that ho could pot tho girl to talk. She 
afterward denied that she had intended 
to commit suicide or that she had writ- 
ton the loiters credited to her. 
She 


said she knew Hondorson and requested 
the officer to send for him. Sehnider 
was unable to persuade Miss Mackenzie 
to accompanj1 him to his homo,and after 
securing her promise to remain nt Madi- 
son and Fiftieth streets he went to Har- 
rison street, whcro Mr. Henderson re- 
sides. The two men returned and found 
Miss Mackenzie awoiting them at the 
corner where tho officer had left her. 


She greeted Henderson without any 


'demonstration, asking him simply if he 
had secured employment. Henderson 
replied in the negative and questioned 
the young woman as to whore she had 
been since he last saw her nnd why eho 
contemplated suicide. To all his queries 
no explanation was offered. 


Officer Schnider accompanied the pair 


to 48th street, whore the matter was re- 
ported to Sevgt. Jackel. 
The young 


woman was allowed her liberty after tho 
officers had secured a promise from Mr 
Henderson that he would see that she 
was properly cared for, 


Oflicer Edward Breslin had just fin- 


ished superintending the dragging of 
the lake in Garfiold Park a second time 
when the discovery of Miss Mackenzie 
wus reported. 


Tho only cause to which tho girl's de- 


spondency can be assigned is tho receipt 
of harsh letters which sho claims her 
stopu.othor in Decatur, 111., wroto to 
her, The park police aro of the opinion 
that she is mentally unbalanced.

Into Trouble at Lincoln. 


Get 


Three Men Shot by Albert, TPho Made H|H 


Escape—Officers After the Would-lie 
Murderer. 


LLNCOLX, ILL., Aug. 22.—Early this 


morning Officer 
Blackford, and Mat 


Rodgerswho was called to his assistance. 
were shot and severely wounded by a 
negro desperado, who, with a companion, 
were arrested on the officer's beat as 
suspects. Both were searched, haying 
no weapons, but having money and jew- 
elry, they were taken into custody and 
marched toward police headquarter^, 
located upstairs. 
When the thresh- 


old was reached at the head of the stairs, 
the prisoners in advance, one dropped 
on his knees and the other whirled and 
began shooting, not desisting until he 
bad slightly wounded his companion, 
and fired four bullets into Blackford and 
one into Rodgers, when he fled. Black- 
ford, bleeding and weak, guarded the 
stairway, and held one of the prisoners, 
whileRodgert), with u broken arm, ran 
for help. The cause of the desperado's 
act was subsequently found to be that 
the two negroes, positively identified as 
Albert and Prank Phoenix, had, during 
the night, 
forcibly entered three or 


four 
houses, 
chloroformed inmates 


at 
one place and obtained consid- 


erable 
money and jewelry.

Phoenix, the prisoner, had stolen articles 
on his person, and when pressed for a 
confession admitted his complicity in 
the robberies, and gave his brother, Al- 
bert, as the one who was with him, and 
did the shooting. Two negro suspects 
weie arrested in a county town this 
afternoon and brought here to await 
identification. The wounded officers are 
liable to lose their arms, and one may 
die. Rodgers is a member of the militia 
and fire company, and was on his way 
home from a ball when pressed into ser- 
vice.

To read the Democratic papers, if

Damage from Excessive Rains and Irom 


Drought—Frosts Reported Irom a 


Doz--n Stales—Conditions as a 


Whole Very Favorable. 


CHICAGO, Avig, 28.—The reports as to 


the condition of the crops throughout 


country and the general influence 


of the weather on growth, ciiltiv'ion 
and harvest, were yesterday mafc> by 
the directors of the different state 
weather services. The reports received 
by telegraph at Chicago are as fol- 


\vs: 
In the states of the central Mississippi 


and lower Missouri valleys and upper 
ake regions the abundant rains of the 
weclc have improved pasturage and 
crops, especially late corn, which is 
novv maturing rapidly. 


Nebraska reports a decided improve- 


ment in the e&atern portion of the 
state, and in Iowa the crop is now past 
further injury from drought, 


Some cutting has been done as far 


north as Minnesota. In the upper Ohio 
valley and middle Atlantic slates corn 
has suffered much from drought dur- 
ing1 the week. 


The eastern portion of the cotton 


belt has buffered further from execs 
sive rainfall, and complaints of rust 
and shedding are numerous. 
An im- 


provement, hoivcver, is reported from 
Alabama, Arkansas and Oklahoma. 


In Tennessee, cotton is beginning to 


suffer from- drought, and rains would 
prove 
lisncflcinl 
in Arkansas and 


Texas. The grop is generally late, 
and little pickiug has as yet bu 
done. Tobacco has suffered seriously 
from drought during the week, espe- 
cially in Maryland, Virginia and Ohio, 
and complaints of premature rcpening 
are quite general, 


lining in the states of the Mississippi 


and Missouri valleys have placed t 
soil in excellent condition for fall 
.plowing, which has progressed rapid- 
ly, having been previously delayed by 
drought. 


Krosts occurred in Montana, North 


Dakota and Minnesota on the 20th; in 
Michigan on the 21st, and in portions 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York and 
New England ou the 'J3d.

plowing,

southern counties rains were light, 
plowing has been delayed and some 
late corn i.s injured by drought.
